NARRATIVE SUMMARY 

Bad weather impacted the  squadron f ly ing  e f f o r t .  However, HM-14 was ab le  
t o  conduct deck landing qua l i f i ca t ions  f o r  p i l o t s .  The squadron began t o  make 
arrangements f o r  an upcoming deployment and ca r r i ed  d i g n i t a r i e s  out  t o  the  USS 
CARL VINSON f o r  sea  t r i a l s .  

February 

On 10 February CDR M. G. Steen, Jr. re l ieved CDR F. T. Massey. The cere- 
mony was held i n  the  squadron hangar LP-3, Naval Air S ta t ion ,  Norfolk, Va. 
Present a s  gues ts  of honor were RADM F. Johnston, COMSEABASEDASWWINGSLANT, and 
CAPT J. M. Hatcher, COMHELSEACONWING ONE. After the  change of command the  
squadron began t o  prepare f o r  a t r a i n i n g  deployment t o  NAS Key West, Florida.  
There was a l s o  one day of v e r t i c a l  onboard del ivery  (VOD) support f o r  the  USS 
NIMITZ . 

March 

During the  month the  squadron conducted extensive MCM t r a i n i n g  while 
deployed t o  NAS Key West. The squadron f lew over 75 tow hours during the  
deployment and t r a ined  severa l  p i l o t s  and crewman i n  t h e  operat ion of t h e  MR-103 
spec ia l  purpose gear. Upon i t s  r e t u r n  from Key West the  squadron began prepara- 
t i o n  f o r  i t s  next deployment soon t o  follow. 

Apr i l  

I n  l e s s  than one month a f t e r  re turning from NAS Key West the  squadron packed 
up and departed f o r  another deployment. This deployment, pa r t  of exerc ise  
Ocean Venture 1982 was t o  NAS Jacksonvil le ,  Florida. The squadron's mission i n  
Ocean Venture was t o  sweep the  approaches t o  t h e  Jacksonvi l le  harbor area of 
simulated mines. During the  month of Apr i l  t h e  squadron s e t  a s i n g l e  month 
f l i g h t  hour record of 325 hours. 



The squadron continued t o  f l y  mission f l i g h t s  t o  meet the  requirements f o r  
Ocean Venture. A s  the  exerc ise  drew t o  a c lose  members of t h e  squadron were 
given a couple of days t o  relax.  The squadron had been working 12 hour days, 7 
days a week. After  two days of r e laxa t ion ,  t h e  pack up procedures began and the  
squadron departed f o r  Norfolk, Va. A squadron detachment and th ree  RH-53D's 
remained behind t o  p a r t i c i p a t e  i n  a parachute drop commitment and SATIBAF 
mission. 

June 

Because of f i s c a l  cons t ra in t s  t h e  squadron was l imi ted  i n  f l i g h t  hours t h i s  
month. However some l o g i s t i c s  f l i g h t s  w e r e  flown i n  addi t ion  t o  MCM t r a i n i n g  
missions. On 14 June 1982 Commodore J. M. Hatcher, COMHELSEACONWING ONE pre- 
sented HM-14 with a Meritorious U n i t  Conunendation f o r  i t s  p a r t i c i p a t i o n  i n  a 
NATO deployment i n  1981. The squadron supported Navy-Conununity r e l a t i o n s  i n  two 
instances.  One was i n  support of the  Norfolk Harborfest celebrat ion.  The other  
was when squadron a i r c r a f t  ca r r i ed  members of the  news media t o  Dare County 
Bombing Range North Carolina f o r  a press conference with the  Secretary of the  
Navy. 

Ju ly  

The squadron conducted two VOD commitments during the  e a r l y  pa r t  of t h e  
month. Training f l i g h t s  continued f o r  AMCM crewmen and p i l o t  proficiency. 

August 

The squadron continued f l i g h t  t r a i n i n g  including a shipboard qua l i f i ca t ion  
period,  and completed another VOD commitment. Once again the  squadron took an 
a c t i v e  p a r t  i n  Naval public r e la t ions .  A squadron RH-53D hel icopter  and aircrew 
par t i c ipa ted  i n  t h e  week long AMCM/ASW Fleet  Awareness Week, a v i s i t  t o  the  
Naval Aviation Training Command t o  increase  exposure of the  AMCM and ASW com- 
munities t o  f l i g h t  s tudents.  On Friday, 20 August 1982 t h e  squadron took a day 
off f o r  i ts  annual family picnic.  

September 

The squadron began t o  prepare f o r  i t s  t h i r d  deployment of t h e  year. It con- 
t inued AMCM t r a i n i n g  f o r  p i l o t s  and crewmen. 

October 

On 1 October 1982, t h e  squadron became par t  of the  newly commissioned 
HELICOPTER TACTICAL WING ONE (HELTACWING ONE). A commissioning ceremony was 
held. CAPT. J. Osberg was  appointed as the  f i r s t  Wing Commander. The squadron 
then began preparat ion f o r  i t s  t h i r d  deployment of the  year,  t h i s  time t o  
Halifax,  Nova Scot ia ,  Canada. HM-14 was tasked t o  provide AMCM support f o r  
MARCOT 1/82 a j o i n t  Canadian/U.S. exercise.  After a r r i v a l  a t  Canadian Forces 
Base Shearwater, l o c a l  f ami l i a r i za t ion  f l i g h t s  w e r e  conducted and t h e  squadron 
commenced operat ions on 18 October. 



November 

The beginning of the  month saw HM-14 s t i l l  a c t i v e l y  involved i n  MARCOT 1-82 
The exerc ise  was completed i n  mid November. During t h e  exerc ise  t h e  squadron 
cleared Halifax Harbor of simulated mines. Upon exerc ise  completion the  
squadron packed up and departed f o r  Norfolk. 

December 

The squadron began i ts  standown period f o r  t h e  Christmas holiday season. An 
a l l  hands dinner dance was held on 10 December. The squadron had flown most of 
i ts  a l l o t e d  f l i g h t  hours f o r  1st quar ter  FY-83 during October and November. 
Because of t h i s ,  f l i g h t  time was l imited.  However, t h e  squadron did  support two 
a i r c r a f t  c a r r i e r s  i n  VOD missions.
